much as vehave thought it undesirable to 
analyse the constitution and functions as 
welles the actos} and potential uses, of 
the Defence Committee. a 

fo the Defence Committee, acting as the 
co-ordinating head of all the departments. 
concerned in the conduct of, aud in the 
proparations for, yar, wo look to fulfil 
the, main function of « General Staff, as 
thay are now undorstood all over tho 
civilised world, by Statesmen who have 
considered the necessities and conditions of 
Empire. 

Tho scientific atudy of Imporial revources, 
the co-ordination of the ever-varying 
facts upon which Imperial rulo route, | 
the calculation of forces sequired, and the 
broad plans necpasary to guatain the burden 
of Empire, hi til zecently, found no 
place in ouraystem:of government. 

Although the Defence Committos of the 
Cabinet germinated afew yearaback, its work 
has only recently become & reality, While 
fully appreciating tho jneatculablo value of 
this achievement, we cannot concea! from 
ourselves that tho guarantees for, firat, the 
permanent and continuoua Inbours uf the 
Cammittce, and second, Vheir adequate 
discharge, are not at present secured. 

Jn considering the constitution of the 
Defence Committes itself, wa aro futly alive 
to the vital necossity for, having an its 
invariable President tho Prime Minister of 
the day. Under our political Institutions, 
ba ed on the authority of a Parliament, 
with traditions like oure, no body of 
experts, however highly trained and qualifi- 
ed, would carry sutticient weight and aptho- 
rity to give practical effect to their con- 
clusions, unless tho Prime Minister, in 
whom governing power ia vested, wore 
present at thoir “dotiberations and per- 
sonally cominitted to their policy. 

If, Uberefore, and we agsume this to be 
an essential condition, tho Primo Minister 
ia to preside over the Defence Committe, 
wo fully realiso the importance of leaving 
to him absolute disoretion in the selection 
and yariation uf ita mombera ; but we would 
venture to euygest the vital importance of 
giving to that Institution, yet in its in- 
fanoy, aa poworful & sanotion for continuity 
and permanenco as may, he consistent with 
tho retention by the Prime Minister of 
perfect freedom of uction in regard to its 
component parts. 

. Ismay be presumptuous forgus to make 
thin suggestion, ‘and we recognise the diffi- 
culty of attempting to draw the distinction, 
eo clear to us, between tho administration 
of tho Naval and Military Forces of the 
Empire by past Prime Ministers.
